But Coal Trouble Abroad 
Is Not Justification for 
Increases in This Terri- 
tory, Operator Says. 


INCREASED DEMAND 
HELPS OPERATORS 


Probability of Car Shortage 
and Storage by Large 
Consumers Other Facts 
Advanced by Expert. 


The resident consumer of Illinois 
coal, who has sustained three price 
increases totaling $1.25 a ton for 
the better grades sincé September, 
likely will be spared further in- 
crease, in the opinion of W. K. 
Kavanaugh, president of the 
Southern Coal, Coke and Mining 
Co. and former president of the 
Fifth and Ninth District operators. 
On the other hand, it is unlike- 
ly that there will be any reduction 
in price, at least for some time. 
The factors which tend to reduc- 
tion in price are counteracted by 
other factors tending to prop the 
market and the high price factors 
seem the stronger. Among them 
enumerated by Kavanaugh, are the 
following: 

1. The fortuitous and continu- 
ing unusual demand for Illinois 
coal brought about indirectly by 


the British coal miners’ strike 
and diminishing competition 
from Eastern and Kentucky 
fields. 


2. The desire of the operators 
to maintain, if possible. the high- 
er prices\te Yecoup losses suf- 
fered during the summer months, 
when their cost of production 
exceeded the market price. 

3. The probability of a sea- 
sonal car shortage, which tends 
to prevent the supply equaling 
the demand. 

4. A beginning on the part of 
large consumers to store in the 
belief that a cessation of mining 
is inevitable on April 1, when 
the operators’ present wage con- 
tract with union miners expires. 

Small Mines Now Compete. 

“There was a softening in the 
market early this week,” Kava- 
naugh added, “but continuing co'd 
weather ctiffened it.” 

A slight hope for decreased 
prices lies with the owners of small 
mines. They have seized the pe- 
riod of high prices to open their 


mines, long idle. Their tonnage 
is small, however, and it is not 
likely that they can “ruin’’ the 


mark.t which can be protected by 
larger operators through cautious 
production, * . 

One operator who would not 
consent to use of his name ana- 
lyzed the market very frankly. 
‘In recent years,” he said, “the 
market for Illinois coal has been 
sharply restricted. Chicago, once 
a large consumer of Illinois coal, 
lately has been turning to higher 
grade, so-called smokeless, east- 
ern bituminous coals. Eastern op- 
erators have made Chicago and its 
surrounding territory a dumping 
ground of their surplus. 

Old Customers Regained. 


“Likewise, Illinois has lost many 
customers in Iowa, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota and other northern 
states, yielding to the competition 
of Kentucky's non-union fields. 


Day pay in the Illinois field is 
about $7.50; in Kentucky it is 
95 or less. Kentucky operators, 


with a high grade coal, have been 
able to make their lower produc- 
tion costs more than offset lower 
freight rates from Illinois fields. 
Hence, they had captured a con- 
siderable trade aree tnat once be- 
longed to Illinois. 
“This was the situation that pre- 
vailed, as usual, in September of 
this year. Then the British, be- 
cause of the idleness of -— their 
mines, called upon eastern Unit- 
ed States for coal. The effect was 
instantly to increase the price in 
the eastern fields and to. stop 
Eastern shipments to Chicago. 
Thereupon, Chicago, casting about 
for relief, fell back to Southern 
Illinois coal. That was the first 
good fortune for the Southern 
Illinois operators. 

Low Wages in Kentucky Pass. 

“Almost simultaneously, Illinois 
operators were relieved of Ken- 
tucky’s competition, also. Ken- 
tucky coal began to seek the high- 
priced Eastern market. Kentucky

CARL AKELEY, 
THE EXPLORER, 
DIES IN AFRICA 


Nairobi Dispatch Says He 
Succumbed Nov. 17 
While in Belgian Congo 
Collecting Material. 


AND AS INVENTOR 


American Naturalist Recent- 
ly Completed Study of 
Gorillaa—He Was 62 
Years Old.

NAIROBI, British East Africa, 
Nov. 30.—Carl Akeley, American 
explorer, sculptor and inventor, 
died Nov. 17 in the Belgian Congo, 
where he had been collecting spe:i- 
méns for the American Museum of 
Natural History. 


He and Wife Sailed Last January 
to Study Gorillas, 

Mr. Akely began his career as a 
naturalist and explorer in 1895, 
when he was attached to the staff 
of the Field Museum in Chicago. | 
A native of New York, he had been 
trained as a young man in taxi- 
dermy and it was as a taxidermist 
that he first attained prominence 
in museum work. In 1909 he trans- 
ferred to the American Museum of 
Natural History and had worked 
for it ever since, visiting Africa, 
South America and other places in 
a search for animal species to 
make ‘natural life” groups in the 
museum. 

He and Mrs. Akeley sailed for 
Africa last Jan. 30, to study the 
gorilla. Akeley was working on a 
group of gorillas and a reproduc- 
tion of thei~ habitat which is to 
stand as thé central exhibit th the 
African halof the Museum. Dur- 
ing his active career, he found time 
to experiment with various inven- 
tions and is credited in “Who's 
Who in America” as the inventor of 
a cement gun and “the Akeley 
camera.” 

Divorced by First Wife. 

The naturalist was twice mar- 

ried. His first wife, Mrs. Julia 
Denning Akeley, divorced him in 
1923 on a cross-bill charging cruel- 
ty. They had made four trips to 
Africa together and she was ap- 
plauded as the hunter who brought 
out the largest elephant ever shot 
on the Dark Continent. In 1924 
Mr. Akeley married Miss Mary 
Lee Jobe, a widely known explorer 
and mountain climber. She is e 
graduate of Bryn Mawr College and 
Columbia University and was the 
first person to climb Mount Sir 
Alexander, one of the highest peak: 
in the Canadian Rockies. 
Mr. Akeley was the author of one 
book on African travel and of 
numerous magazine articles. He 
became the center of unusual in- 
terest among naturalists several 
years ago when he wrote an arti- 
cle likening the gorilla to human 
beings. His theory was that the 
gorilla had within easily traceable 
periods of time evolved from a 
lower type to a higher type and 
has now almost abandoned his 
arboreal existence, living most of 
the time upon the ground, like a 
savage human. 

Reported Ill in September. 

It was reported in September 
that he was ill and would return 
to the Wnited States with George 
Eastman, the camera manufacturer 
of Rochester, N. Y., who visited 
East Africa on a big game hunt and 
joined Mr. Akeley there. Later the 
Museum of Natural History in New 
York denied cable reports that Mr. 
Akeley was suffering from a nerv- 
ous breakdown at Nairobi. .The 
museum received a message frora 
the explorer at that time stating 
that he was leaving for the Cengo 
to obtain additional material tor 
the museum’s gorilla group and to 
execute a special commissién for 
the Belgian Government in relation 
to the establishment of a research 
station in the gorilla sanctuary. 
Two years ago a stir was caused 
in New York artistic and church 
circles by a bronze sculpture by 
Mr. Akeley called “The Chrysalis,” 
symbolical of evolution. The 
bronze was refused a place in an 
exhibition of the National Acad- 
emy of Design. Plans were then 
made to exhibit it in a Fifth ave- 
nue store window. Unveiling final- 
ly took place in the West Side Uni- 
tarian Church by the pastor, the 
Rev. Charles Francis Potter, caus- 
ing wide comment from other pul- 
pits. 

Mr. Akeley was born in Orleans 
County, New York, May 19, 1864.

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NAVY FLYER REFUSES TO JUMP 
WHEN PASSENGER CAN'T ESCAPE 


Pilot Sticks to Post _and Crashes 
With Plane; He Lives, Com- 
panion Dies.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The 
official navy account of the alir- 
plane crash in which Lieut. EB. B. 
Curtiss was killed and Lieut. D. S. 


Cornwell, the pilot, seriously  in- 
jured, discloses the fact that Corn- 
well stayed with his falling ship 
and refused to jump because his 
passenger, Curtiss, was unable to 
extricate himself and use his par- 
achute. Both men fell 2000 feet 
with the plane. Cprnwell is recov- 
ering at the Hampton Roads (Va.) 
naval hospital. 

“The injured aviator showed 
splendid courage,’ says an account 
in the Navy Training Station News, 
“by his daring attempt to free his 
passenger when his plane with a 
buckled-up wing: was falling froma 
height of 2000 feet. Curtiss was 
unable to get clear to jump and 
Cornwell tried in vain to extricate 
him. Seeing his efforts were fu- 
tile, Cornwell stuck to his post in- 
stead of jumping himself, and made 
an attempt to lessen the force of 
the crash by guiding the plane to 
some extent, even with a broken 
wing.”

Redman to Press Charges. 

As soon as the result of the elec- 
tion was known Redman reverted 
to the issue that had caused ex- 
cltement in the campaign by as- 
serting that he would press before 
the Senate charges that Gould 
had spent an amount largely in 
excess of the legal Iimit in obtain- 
ing his nomination. A few days 
before the election the Maine Sec- 
retary of State refused to act on 
such charges filed by a leading 
member of the Ku Klux Klan and 
supported by Gov.

Her Faithless Husband.

SOMERVILLE, N. J., Nov. 30.— 
At the opening of court in the Hall- 
Millis trial yesterday Mrs. Hall 
walked to the witness stand as 
many a woman in ages gone by 
must have walked to the torture 
chair. Head up, chin out, shoul- 
ders squared, eyes burning as with 
fever, face white and set mouth a 
thin line of grim determination. 

And, indeed no victim broken on 
the wheel of the inquisition ever 
went through a worse ordeal than 
she endured during the two and a 
half hours in which Senator Simp- 
s50n mercilessly beat upon her heart 
with every weapon at his command. 

It was duel to the death between 
these two, with no quarter asked or 
given on either side. Senator Simp- 
son began by trying to break down 
the guard with which she has pro- 
tected her emotions, and make her 
admit that she had been jealous of 
Mrs. Mills. 

He called her own romance. He 
reminded her of her love for her 
husband and of how she had said 
that he was everything in the 
world to her and that his death had 
wiped out everything in her life. 
Then he twitted her with her hus- 
band’s unfaithfulness. He threw 
her husband’s passion for another 
woman in her face and mocked her 
for being a poor dupe, or else he 
accused her of being a liar. Never, 


| during the whole examination, did |

| ousy of the dead woman and make 
her confess that she had suspected 
her husband’s love affair. 


Her Armor Never Pilierced. 


| But nothing that he could do 
| broke through Mrs. Hall’s icy calm. 
| Other women whom the little pros- 
-ecutor has goaded to fury, have 
screamed back at him, but Mrs. 
Hall’s cultured refined, well-bred 
voice never changed its cven tone. 
It never took on an edge, it never 
showed any emotion whatever un- 
less a sort of cold contempt. And 


her husband being with her so 
much was merely due to their in- 
terest in church activities. 

No she had never seen the pray- 
ers Mr. Hall had written for Mrs. 
Mills while she was sick in the 
hospital. No she had never seen 
any of the letters that her hus- 
band had written to Mrs. Mills. 
Nor had she seen the diary. No— 
this scornfully~she had never 
looked over her husband’s shoul- 
der. while he was writing to Mrs.

Mrs. Hall’s Struggle for Her Faith. 

Mrs. Hall did not make as ap- 
pealing a witness as her brothers. 
She lacked the bluff heartiness of 
Henry Stevens and the childish nal- 
vete of Willie, but the men had 
po interest in their testimony be- 
yond trying to prove ‘themselves 
guiltless, 

But Mrs. Hall had suffered. Her 
heart had been torn, not only by 
the loss of her husband, whose go- 
ing took the light of life out for 
her, but she had had the greater 
loss of having her ideal shattered, 
and the agony of finding out that 
she had been betrayed. So it is no 
wonder that she had to steel her- 
self to hardness to go through the 
task, and that some of the bitter- 
ness she could not help but feel, 
seeped through some of her re- 
plies. For myself, I felt that I had 
never seen a more ~»pitiful sight 
than this proud woman, clinging 
with desperate hands to the last 
shred of her belief in a man who 
had been proved unworthy, because 
if she lost that faith, she would 
have nothing left at all.

INSPECTORS CHOSEN WITH NO 
REGARD FOR QUALIFICATIONS 
FOR WORK, REPORT DECLARES 


HE Missouri Association for 
T Economy in Public Expedi- 

tures, in its report on the 
workings of the State Govern- 
ment, says: 

“One of the most abused 
services in the State Government 
is inspection. In only rare in- 
stances are inspectors placed on 
the payroll because of their 
‘equipment for that particular 
work. They are appointed for 
political considerations, and 
most of them could have been 
equally efficient had they been 
assigned to any other depart- 
ment. This is obvious from the 
‘previous occupations’ given for 
inspectors. 

“Of 24 Deputy Game Com- 
missioners, seven were farmers, 
two merchants, and the others 
were a shoemaker, hotel propri- 
etor, veterinarian, inspector of 
construction, driller, cigar 
manufacturer, retsaurant. own- 
er, grain inspector, automobile 
dealer, sheet metal worker, 
cooper, Circuit Clerk, Sheriff, 
grain buyer and a dairyman. 

“Of 25 inspectors in the food 
and drug department, five were 
inspectors, three merchants, 
three clerks, two druggists, and 
the others were a real estate 
dealer, salesman, produce deal- 
er, grocer, dentist, newspaper 
man, teacher, policeman, vet- 
erinarian, secretary, insurance 
man or county collector. 

“Of the Deputy Factory In- 
spectors, three were machinsts, 
the others a decorator, social 


service worker, driller, Deputy 
Assessor, dealer in farm ma- 
chinery and salesman. 

“Of 12 Deputy Oil Inspectors, 
two were inspectors, two clerks, 
the others a merchant, taxi 


driver, auto dealer, Circuit 
Clerk, publisher, lawyer, ac- 
countant and salesman.”’

“No better illustration of duplica- 
tion of authority, unnecessary costs, 
and absence of uniform treatment 
can be cited, than that of tax col- 
lection.

“The State Tax Commission, sub- 
ject to the constitutional rights of 
the State Board of Equalization, 
has general supervision over the 
assessing officers of the State. The 
Tax Commission performs the work 
that would be performed by the 
Board of Equalization if members 
of the latter, an ex-officio body 
created by the constitution, were 
free to perform all duties that 
should be performed by it. 
“With the multitude of other 
duties performed by the Governor, 
State Auditor, State Treasurer, Sec- 
retary of State and Attorney-Gen- 
eral, who constitute the Board of 
Equalization, some responsible body 


such as the Tax Commission, is 
necessary. But while that body is | 
performing part of the work, it | 
would be economical and more effi- | 
cient at the same time to compel | 
its members to perform such rela- | 
tive duties as are now performed 
by other officials. Such.-a group- | 
ing would enable the same men to 
perform work under one force that 
is now divided among several.”’ 

The report sets forth that Mis- 
souri is the only one of the 48 
states of the Union that has not 
adopted the budget. ‘‘Business has 
used the budget for years, and 
could not operate efficiently with- 
out it. While government will not 
profit as much from its use as 
business, the purpose is to inject 
a sufficient amount of business in 
government to minimize waste and 
increase efficiency. 

Antiquated Fiscal System. 

“The present State fiscal system 
in Missouri was created before 
railroads crossed the State. There 
were no large business concerns. 
Population was sparse, and there 
were few institutions supported by 
State funds. Today the obligations 
of statehood are complex, and the 
complexities have multiplied be- 
yond what is necessary because 
there has been no efficient survey 
of administration and methods.”

KANSAS CITY, Nov. 30.—A leg- 
islative program designed to mod- 
ernize Missouri's criminal code and 
bring about swifter justice was 
adopted here today by the board

FOREIGNERS FACE 
FOOD SHORTAGE 


Correspondent of London 


Paper Describes Crisis as 
“Gravest in China Since 
the Boxer Rebellion.” 


By the Agsociated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 30.—British and 
French sailors and marines have 
landed at Hankow and it is report- 
ed that United States marines also 
went ashore to co-operate with 
them in what is described in special 
dispatches as “the gravest crisis 
in China since the boxer rebellion.” 


The trouble is due to the defeat 
of Pekin Government forces by the 
troops of the Canton Government. 

Stress is laid upon the serious- 
ness of the situation at Hankow by 
¢he correspondents. They assert 
that a shortage of food is threat- 
ened; that the Chinese refuse to 
supply foreigners or their servants. 
Foreigners in Shanghai are report- 
ed to be purchasing food and ship- 
ping it to Hankow to avert priva- 
tions to fellow countrymen in the 
concessions. 

In the House of Commons, re- 
plying to a question concerning 
the situation at Hankow, Foreign 
Secretary Chamberlain said he had 
been informed in a communication 
from the British community there 
that there was fear of untoward 
incidens involving bloodshed. The 
protection afforded by the British 
naval forces, the communication 
added, was considered inadequate. 

River Too Low for Ships. 

It is thought the British Govern- 
ment at present has no intention of 
ordering further naval unite to 
China, it being considered that the 
vessels now on the Yangtse River 
are sufficient to deal with any 
crisis. The difficulty is that the 
river is so low that naval vessels 
cannot navigate them with safety. 

The forces of the Fukiene<e 
Marshal Sun Chuan-Fang, are re- 
treating toward Foochow before the 
Cantonese troops. A dispatch from 
Shanghai says anxiety is felt there 
for the safety of foreigners at Foo- 
chow. The Civil Governor of Fu- 
kien province said he had decided 
to prevent the retreating forces 
from entering Foochow lest dis- 
turbances and looting would re- 
sult. 

The new British Minister, Miles 
W. Lampson, is due at Shanghal 
from Hongkong. His arrival there 
is anxiously awaited. 

Attitude of Canton Regime. 

The advance of the Cantonese 
forces and the resignation of the 
Pekin Government have centered 
attention on this phase of the (hf. 
nese situation. Whether the Can- 
tonese Government can: become a 
concrete governing body with 
which the foreign nations can deal

League games for from 11 to 22 years—have passed out as managers 


in the few brief months since the 


close of the 1926 season. The 


fourth: member of the great quartet, Tris Speaker, fell by the wayside 
yesterday. He resigned as manager of the Cleveland club to go into 


business. 

Spedker thus joined Ty Cobb, 
George Sisler and Eddie Collins as 
star athletes who have passed as 
leaders of American League clubs. 
Cobb, like Speaker, resigned, while 
Sisler and Collins were deposed of 
by theiowners of the St. Louis and 
Chicago clubs. 

Without a doubt, these four ath- 
letes compose the greatest quartet 
to ever play in the major leagues. 
Cobb was the 
greatest of all major league stars; 
Collins. and Sisler wére two of the 
greateat tossers who ever stepped 
from the college diamond to the 
major league fields. Collins went 
to the Athletics from Columbia U., 
while Sisler stepped from Michigan 
U. to;stardom with the Browns. 
Speakér was usually regarded as 
the best center fielder in the busi- 
ness. — 

Combined Average Is .351. 

The athletes have combined rec- 
ords, which probably will go down 
with the best ever made in major 
league baseball. Between them 
the four have played in 9549 games 
and own a combined batting aver- 
age. of; .351. It would be hard to 
pick four players anywhere, play- 
ing over the same span of years, to 
equal this figure. 

Asa result of the passing of these 
fnen, the western half of the Amer- 
ican League now is without a real 
outstanding star a¥ a manager. In 
addition, it just about leaves 
“Babe?, Ruth as the outstanding 
performer in the Johnson circuit. 

Of the quartet, Cobb stood out 
mos’ . ominently. He was in the 
gam. * nger and established more 
records than either of his three 
rivals.; When Tyrus Raymond was 
in his prime winning batting cham- 
pionship became a habit. For a 


time no one cared who won, but 


by how far Cobb outdistanced his 


field. 

Cobb Through With Baseball. 

However this is not the only rec- 
ord the Georgia Peach, who has 
announced that he will quit the na- 
tional pastime, left behind. He 
played more games than any other 
major leaguer, he scored more 
runs; he made more hits and he 
stole more bases. It is doubtful if 
his total of 865 stolen bases over a 
period of 22 years, an average of 
more than 35 a year, will ever be 
tied in the big tent, or for that 
matter in any other circuit.

ANOTHER PLAYER AT 
WESTMINSTER COLLEGE 
IS RULED: INELIGIBLE 


By the Associated Press. 

FULTON, Mo., Nov. 30. — Henry 
Iba, star end on the Westminster 
College football team, champions of 
the Missouri College Athletic Un- 
ion, was yesterday declared inelig- 
ible on scholarship grounds by 
Prof. F. A. Culmer of Central Col- 
lege, commissioner of eligibility for 
the union. 

Iba is the second man of the 
championship team to be declared 
ineligible by Culmer within a week. 
Russell R. White, star halfback, 
was ruled out last Friday on simi- 
lar grounds. If his rulings are sus- 
tained by the union at its annual 
meeting in Kansas City Dec. 11, 
the title claims of Westminster 
probably will be barred also. 

The ruling against Iba was 
based upon the fact that Iba’s 
grades were not of reoord at the 
class of the last semester and un- 
der the by-law of the union that 
to be eligible for intercollegiate 
competition, a player must have at 
least 12 hours of passing grades. 

Faculty members admit that Iba’s 
grades were not of record at the 
end of the spring semester, but 
point to the fact that he had suc- 
cessfully passed all examinations 
when he entered school this fall.
